La’  oratorios  of  Uount  Vernon,  Hew  York,  was 
continued  with  ro3poct  to  the  prep  .ration  of  certain  L-  and  iMuaino  acids  by  enzymic 
resolution.  The  Schwarr.  Laboratories  agreed  to  the  suggestion  to  designate 
optically  purii’iod  L-  and  D-omino  acids  us  "Optically  Standardized" , short  "O.S," 

The  comnox'cial  availability  of  an  O.S.  grade  cf  I and  D-anino  acids  will  be  of 
great  help  to  canorous  invest 'gntors  who  nr-.od  optically  pure  amino  acids  In  their 
work. 

Experimental  work  was  continued  on  the  resolution  cf  racenic  amino  acids  with 
the  ain  of  making  all  L~  arA  O-amino  acids  norc  readily  aveilable. 

Experimental  work  was  3tarted  with  the  ai~  oi  making  some  sample  peptides 
generally  available. 

Samples  of  synthetic  polypeptides  were  supplied  to  consultants,  particularly 
to  Professor  Ray  Popinsjyr  of  Penn  State  for  X-ray  powdor  analysis.
